West Elementary 
registration is early; 
Other schools also 
schedule registration

Registration of new students who 
will attend West Elementary School in 
September will begin Monday, Aug. 1, 
nearly a full month before the other K- 
5 schools. 

Because of West's relatively exten- 
sive population, and the associated 
risk of larger fluctuation in class size 
from year to year, officials need more 
time to prepare class and teacher 
schedules. 

“The reason for the difference is we 
usually get a lot bigger change in pop- 
ulation,” said Charles Friel, West Ele- 
mentary principal. “We may have a 
difference of 100 students from one 
year to the next.” 

Significant changes in population 
size was one of the reasons School 
Committee members gave when they 
decided not to implement a one- or 
two-year redistricting plan last school 
year. Some parents championed the 
idea as a way to alleviate overcrowd- 
ing during the time of the school con- 
struction project. 

This summer, the change in popula- 
tion from eighth to ninth grade has 
garnered the attention of Lloyd Willey 
and other committee members who 
are concerned that this may be a sign 
that larger-than-normal numbers of 
students are leaving the system to 
attend private schools. Dick Neal, 
assistant superintendent of schools, 
said that because population numbers 
change so frequently it is difficult to 
determine what they mean this early 
in the summer. 

Registration of new students at 
West Elementary can be made at that 
school Aug. 1, 2, 4 and 5 from 7 a.m. to 
1 p.m. New student registration will 
take place for Bancroft, Sanborn and 
South Schools at the respective 
schools Aug. 30 and 31 from 9-11 a.m. 
and from 1-2 p.m.

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Longwood Drive condo unit condemned

An Andover Terrace condomini- 
um unit on Longwood Drive was con- 
demned by the Board of Health Fri- 
day afternoon, July 22, after a 
plumber looking for the source of a 
leak dripping into the apartment 
below discovered strange, unsafe and 
unsanitary conditions, according to 
Dan Tremblay, Andover health 
agent. 

No charges were filed against the 
owner of the unit, whom the Towns- 
man has decided not to identify, but 
he was taken to Lawrence General 
Hospital Friday evening for a psy- 


chological evaluation and released. A’ 


variety of town inspectors, including 
plumbing, wiring, health and fire 
Officials, were scheduled to meet the 
owner at the unit yesterday, Wednes- 
day, to inspect it and tell the owner 
what would need to be done before he 
would be allowed to return to live 
there. Mr. Tremblay guessed it 
would take $5,000 to $8,000 worth of 
work to make the place inhabitable, 
The events began earlier Friday 
when the daughter of a downstairs 
resident complained that something 
was leaking from the upstairs apart- 
ment into her mother’s bedroom. 
After getting no response from man- 
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agement, she then called Mr. Trem- 
blay, who in turn called Barbara 
MacDonald, condominium associa- 
tion manager, and ordered that a 
plumber get in and stop the leak. The 
daughter said Ms. MacDonald then 
contracted a plumber, but that when 
the plumber got inside the apart- 
ment, he turned right around and 
came back out, a bit scared and nau- 
seated. 

According to the daughter, plumb- 
ing and wires had been ripped from 
the walls, and the place was a mess. 
Nails were driven into the walls and 
a pitchfork was part of some sort of 
display. The daughter removed her 
mother from the downstairs condo- 
minium. As word of the unusual con- 
dition of the apartment spread, other 
residents of the complex began to 
gather outside. 

At about 3:30 p.m., police were 
called and asked to stand by while a 
locksmith opened the apartment for 
a plumber. The owner was not home. 
When access was gained, Patrolman 
Rick Edson was confronted with 
what he described in his report as a 
“very serious situation.” 

According to various reports, hun- 
dreds of cans of spray paint littered 
the floors, the walls had been spray 
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painted and some electrical wires 
had been pulled from the walls, while 
other wires had been hooked up ran- 
domly all through the apartment. 

One policeman described the 
scene as “unique” as he called for 
detectives to come take pictures. 
Fire, building and health officials 
were also asked to respond to the 
scene. 

The fire department called Mas- 
sachusetts Electric to cut power to 
the apartment because officials 
didn’t know if the wiring presented a 
fire threat. An electric heater was 
removed. 

Mr. Tremblay, health agent, 
arrived at the scene around 5 p.m., 
and immediately condemned the con- 
dominium unit and ordered it sealed 
shut by a locksmith. 

“I canned it,” Mr. Tremblay said 
this week. 

Mr. Tremblay said the plumber 
told “horror stories” about “sanita- 
tion problems” in the apartment 
after his initial visit. Mr. Tremblay 
did not want to go into details, but 
said the apartment smelled and was 
filthy. He also said things were spray 
painted on walls and taped to walls, 
that there was evidence of there hav- 
ing been small fires in the apart- 
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ment, and that the unit was dark. 

“Tt was a very eerie, eerie looking place. It 
was the strangest thing. I’d never seen any- 
thing like it before,” Mr. Tremblay said. 
“There was no way I could allow somebody 
to stay in there. It just didn’t add up to nor- 
mal living conditions.” 

The daughter of the downstairs resident 
praised Mr. Tremblay for his swift action in 
having the situation stabilized. 
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Paint, motar touches Wood Park fence

The northern entrance to Andover is 
receiving a touch-up this week. 

A Municipal Maintenance Department 
mason and two painters from the Our Town 
group, a summer jobs program for teens, are 
working on the fence at William M. Wood 
Memorial Park, a historic landmark that has 
fallen into disrepair.

Bob Gallant, the mason working on the 
fence Wednesday, said that he and the two 
painters worked a full day there Tuesday 
and were back again Wednesday morning. 
He made no estimate as to when the project 
would be done, saying “Some areas are in 
worse shape than others.” 

“Like everything, it depends on the weath- 
er,” he said. “It’s not the fastest thing in the 
world.” 


The Board of Selectmen estimated that the 
fence was last painted approximately 15 
years ago. Large maple trees near the fence 
caused structural damage estimated to cost

Resident indicted

William Harkins, 45, of 9 Seten Circle, was 
arrested by federal Drug Enforcement 
Administration agents at his home Monday 
morning and charged in connection with a 
drug bust involving more than 800 pounds of 
marijuana at Lawrence Municipal Airport in 
North Andover last December. 

Mark O. Henry, 54, of North Andover, an 
accountant with offices at 231 Sutton St., was 
also arrested at about the same time Monday 
morning in North Andover. 

Both men, along with four defendants 
arrested in North Andover the day of the 
original bust, were charged with conspiracy 
to possess with intent to distribute marijua- 
na, and aiding and abetting possession of 
marijuana. All six are also named in a drug 
forfeiture count, seeking the forfeiture of 
approximately $398,000, obtained directly or 
indirectly, from each of the defendants’ par- 
ticipation in the alleged drug violations. 

The charges stem from a bust at the air- 
port Dec. 18, 1993, in which the marijuana 
was found spread out to dry in an airplane 
hangar at the airport. In a news report pub- 
lished shortly after the original bust, Mr. 
Henry was listed as co-owner of the hangar 
with North Andover real estate agent George 
Schruender. Mr. Schruender has not been 
named in any of the indictments, according 
to Assistant U.S. Attorney Frank Libby Jr. 

Both men appeared in U.S. District Court 
in Boston Monday and were held pending an 
arraignment scheduled for yesterday, 
Wednesday, in U.S. District Court. The other 
four men arrested in December and who now 
are named with Mr. Harkins and Mr. Henry 
on a superseding indictment are Vincent 
Tevernese of Stoneham, Michael Hudnall of 
Mesa, Ariz., Eugene C. Sticco of Malden, and 
Thomas J. Bryan of Medford. 

Mr. Harkins is owner of Eagle Investment 
Group, which is involved in real estate and 
which is listed with the same address as his 
Seten Circle home. He and his wife, Donna, 
bought the home and moved to Andover last 
year, but the house was foreclosed on in 
February of this year, according to the 
Andover assessor’s office. It is now owned by 
the Federal Deposit Insurance Corporation. 
Its assessed value is $434,100. 

Mr. Libby said the arrests were the result 
of an investigation by the U.S. attorney’s 
office, the DEA and the North Andover 
police department, and is ongoing. 

The assistant U.S. attorney said he could 
not say whether more arrests are expected, 
or make any comment on whether any of the 
six defendants, or any other persons connect- 
ed to the case, was being used as a witness in 
the investigation. 

North Andover police Chief Richard Stan- 
ley would not discuss the case and North 
Andover police Lt. Brian Lawler would only 
say that the department’s four-member drug 
investigation unit was involved with the 
case. 


Andover police were not involved in Mon- 
day’s arrest except that they were requested 
to provide a cruiser to stand by at Seten Cir- 
cle after the arrest was made, according to 
Lt. Richard Enos. 

“Rverything was done by DEA and North 
Andover,” Lt. Enos said.

revamp its licensing operations. Mr. 
Cancro returned to Boston in 1985 to 
work for the Red Sox. On the sugges- 
tion of several friends, he decided on 
Andover as his residency, where he 
now lives with his wife, Luise, and two 
daughters, Laura Marie, 7, and Lisa, 4.

baseball expo, now in its fourth year, 
that is featured in conjunction with the 
All-Star Game. The city will host Fan- 
fest at Fan Pier in downtown Boston, 
Aug. 4-7, in celebration of the 125th 
anniversary of Major League Baseball. 
This “baseball theme park” features 
interactive activities, entertainment, 
concessions from each of the major 
league ballparks, memorabilia and 
more than 250 items from the Baseball 
Hall of Fame in Cooperstown, N.Y. The 
uniqueness of Fanfest being held in 
Boston is that it marks the first time in 
which a city not hosting the All-Star 
Game will host Fanfest. 

“Part of the reason we’re doing Fan- 
fest is to help Boston attract all-star 
games from a number of sports in gen- 
eral,” said Mr. Cancro. “What you'll

and National Congress is expected to 
bring in around $18 million, while the 
1998 NCAA hockey finals would bring 
in a littie more than $6 million. 
Likewise, Boston is still in the run- 
ning to host a number of other sports- 
related events, including the 1996 
National Hockey League All-Star 
Game, 1997 National Basketball Associ- 
ation All-Star Game, 1997 NCAA Men’s 
Basketball East Regionals and 2001 
Major League Baseball All-Star Game, 
which would commemorate the 100th 
anniversary for both the Boston Red 
Sox Baseball Club and the American 
League. So in addition to the events in 
place, if Boston can get an all-star 
game or two along with a few other 
contests, these events could bring in 
another $64 million of economic activi- 


ty to Eastern Massachusetts in the 
next few years. 

“When people come to an event like 
the World Cup or Fanfest, they are not 
just going to spend three hours there 
and go home. They will probably visit 
the museums in Salem, maybe stay at 
the Courtyard By Marriott in Andover 
and have dinner at the Andover Inn. 
This is something that has potential 
benefits for everyone in the region,” 
said Mr. Moscaritolo. 

The glut of all these different types 
of events taking place here within such 
a close period of time is a sports 
maven’s dream. It is also unprecedent- 
ed, according to Mr. Cancro. And he 
deserves a share of the credit. 

“All bids for the various sporting 
events emanate from the Sports Advi- 
sory Council. Through Larry’s leader- 
ship as the chair of this council, Boston 
is bringing in renowned sporting 
events and millions of dollars of eco- 
nomic activity. What he is doing is 
above and beyond the call of duty,” Mr. 
Moscaritolo added. “This has been a 
catalyst that shows our greatest days 
are ahead of us, not behind us,” 

All of which would factor in if 
Boston hopes to host an Olympics, 
preferably in the year 2008. An 
Olympics venue could mean a net eco- 
nomic impact of $3.4 billion for the 
region, with the majority of that 
impact being felt in the year immedi- 
ately preceding the Olympics as well as 
during the Olympic Games them- 
selves, but also from the entire 10-year 
planning period preceding the global 
event. So by the summer of 2008, a 
hotel room or dinner reservations may 
be hard to come by in Andover as well 
as the rest of the Merrimack Valley. 

With all the work he has contribut- 
ed to attracting these events, Mr. Can- 
cro is the first to acknowledge that 
these endeavors require input from a 
number of areas, . 

“Whenever you try to get one of 
these events, you need people from the 
venues, hotels, restaurants, transit and 
so on to put it all together,” noted Mr. 
Cancro, “Keep in mind that you need 
to have the venues to be able to host 
these types of events. We have the facil- 
ity for a baseball all-star game, and 
soon we'll have a facility for basketball 
and hockey all-star games. The people 
involved are striving to help the area 
move to the next level.” 

By hosting these types of events 
now, the region is setting the stage for 
its future, 

“You can’t do it (attract an 
Olympics) if you can’t show you can do 
all the other events along the way,” 
said Mr. Cancro. 

And that is certainly what he and 
the Sports Advisory Council are doing. 
It all makes good sense economically 
for the region, but also, according to 
Mr. Cancro, “It improves the quality of 
living for the residents of the region, 
giving them the chance to see these 
types of events in person.”

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Marland Mills turning into assisted living units

elderly persons who are primarily 75 
years of age and older and in essential- 
ly good health, but who require assis- 
tance in daily living. The facility will 
not be for those who require extensive 

_and intensive services of a skilled 
nursing facility, according to Ms. 
Roberts. 

The total cost of the project is 
approximately $15 million. The Plan- 
ning Board approved the plans for the 
project July 12. Developers hope to 
begin construction this November or 
December and the construction period 
will last about 10 months. 

“The Marland Village Mill Complex 
buildings, which have played such a 
prominent and significant role in the 
town’s history as one of the most suc- 
cessful manufacturers of fabrics, will 
do so once again — providing an attrac- 
tive and comfortable facility which 
elderly residents will enjoy and the 
Andover community will be proud,” 
the developers said in a published 

_ statement about the project. 

Bertram Paley, who also owns 
Everett Mills in Lawrence, where the 
Ralph Lauren outlet is located, has 
owned the land and the buildings on 
the site here for 30 years. He teamed up 
with MB Associates Inc. of Boston, a 
residential property developer, and 
National Health Management of Pitts- 
burgh, Pa., to develop the property 

. with the assistance of Peacock & 
Sawyer, a real estate firm and senior 
housing development consultant. 

MB Management Co., which will be 
responsible for the development, cur- 
rently manages approximately 75 con- 
ventional and assisted living develop- 
ments in eight states, including more 
than 20 in Massachusetts. 

National Health Management, 
which will manage daily activities of 
the property and provide services to 
the residents, has nine assisted living 
complexes throughout the country, 
including a new one on the Beverly 
Hospital campus. 

The Architectural Team, TAT, is 
responsible for design and has a histo- 
ry of award winning residential 
restoration projects, including for 
nursing and congregate-care facilities. 
Continental Wingate Co., which built 
Wingate at Andover-on Andover 
Street, will be the general contractor. 
Continental won an award for the 
restoration and adaptive re-use of Hay- 
ward Landing, a former mill Oulleing 
in East Douglas. 

Main Street concept 

The facility will be a community 

unto itself, Ms. Roberts said during a 
' tour of the site last week, complete 
with studio, one- and two-bedroom 
apartments, a restaurant, store, beauty 
shop, bank, post office and recreation 
areas. 

Each suite will include private 
baths, kitchenettes, bedrooms, wall-to- 
wall carpeting and central air condi- 
tioning. The development will include 
84 alcove apartments, which have par- 


studio and a one-bedroom apartment,

30 studio apartments, 38 one-bedroom 
apartments and 18 units with dens or 
two bedrooms. 

The complex will be constructed 
around a first floor with a “Main Street 
concept,” according to Ms. Roberts. 
Most of the 120 housing units will be on 
the top three floors of the four-story 
complex. A basement at the rear of the 
facility will house services such as 
food, laundry and garbage. 

In the front section of the first floor, 
closest to Stevens Street, there will be a 
large auditorium-like community 
room. 

“And our community will have spe- 
cial functions here and the like,” Ms. 
Roberts said. 

Developers are also hoping the com- 
munity room will also be used by com- 
munity groups for meetings and func- 
tions. That would not hurt the market- 
ing aspect of the complex, she said,. but 
it is also another way of keeping life in 
the facility. 

The community room will open onto 
a main concourse on the first floor, 
what Ms. Roberts referred to as “Main 
Street,” which will run the length of 
the building and have shops and ser- 
vice areas along both sides. 

“Tt will have a Main Street kind of 
feel with park benches, street lights, 
etcetera,” Ms. Roberts said. “So we’re 
creating a real community atmosphere 
here.” 

Main Street will have a two-story 
atrium, with balconies from the sec- 
ond-floor rooms. Adjacent to the com- 
munity room there will be a nonde- 
nominational chapel, where a priest, a 
minister and a rabbi will come in on a 
regular basis. Visitors or residents will 
move from the reception area past 
business offices, a post office and a 
bank and an activities room.

Across from the activities room is 
an area that opens onto an outdoor ter- 
race on the west side of the building. A 
one-story attached building that cur- 
rently runs down the west side of the 
complex will be removed, and a strip 
along the entire west side of the facility 
will be turned into a terrace with 
enough room for emergency vehicles to 
pass through. 

Back inside, Main Street continues 
past a general store, a cafe, a beauty 
and barber shop and through a living 
room, past a smoking room, a televi- 
sion room and several dining rooms. 

The smoking room is allowed 
despite Andover’s new no-smoking 
bylaw, which bans smoking in public 
areas of buildings, according to Ms. 
Roberts, because the facility is a pri- 
vate residence. But smoking will not be 
allowed in the individual residential 
units, she said. The bylaw allows smok- 
ing in designated residential rooms in 
nursing homes, but bans smoking in 
public areas of nursing homes. Joanne 
Martel, a town health agent, said last 
week she was not familiar with the 
plans for Marland Place and that with- 
out seeing the plans she had no way of 
knowing whether or not the smoking 
room was something that would be 
allowed under the new bylaw. 

Fine dining 

Meals are typically a big part of the 
day for most residents of these facili- 
ties and one of their favorite activities, 
according to Ms. Roberts. Dining will 
be a dress affair; no eating in house 
robes. There will be waiter and wait- 
ress service, food will be ordered from 
a menu and a dessert tray will be 
brought to the tables. 

“Tt’s also the type of place people will 
be proud to invite their families to,” 
Ms. Roberts said. 

There will be different dining rooms 
to choose from, for variety and func- 
tion. Some smaller rooms will be avail- 
able for private parties, such as a birth- 
day with family. 

Main Street will continue past a 
library and lounge, into a first-floor 
residential area and to a rear stairway 


Restoration 

The 120,000-square-foot main build- 
ing, which consists of four floors and a 
basement, will remain relatively 
intact. The front of the building is 
referred to as mill building one, and 
the back as mill building two. TCI 
Cablevision was located in mill build- 
ing one but has moved. 

Mill building two was partially reno- 
vated in the 1980s for a high-tech com- 
pany that later went bankrupt, but 
much of the work done then will be 
retained in the new project. The large 
windows were brought up to date, and 
those will be one of the outstanding fea- 
tures in the private apartments, 
according to Ms. Roberts. 

“Our apartments will enjoy tremen- 
dous light, tremendous window expo- 
sure,” she said. 

The 10-foot ceilings will also be 
retained in most of the apartments, giv- 
ing them a spacious feel, she said. 

Any hazardous waste on site was 
removed during the earlier renovation, 
and the building was deemed a clean 
site at that time by the Department of 
Environmental Protection, said Ms. 
Roberts. Regardless, the site will still 
require another clearance from DEP. 

A wooden section added in the 1950s 
to the front of the main building, near- 
est Stevens Street, will come off and the 
original brick wall will be restored. A 
new entrance will be opened about one 
third of the way down the east side of 
the building, and a glass and copper 
awning will be installed over it. 

About halfway down the east side of 
the building are the bell tower, boiler 
room, smoke stack and mill building 
three, a smaller attached building. 

The bell tower will remain and its 
original bell will be returned and 
restored, 

Mr. Roberts said Mr. Paley several 
years ago caught thieves in the process 
of removing the bell. He called police 
and police had the thieves put the bell 
onto Mr, Paley’s truck so it could be 
removed and kept safe at his mill in 
Lawrence, according to Ms. Roberts.

120 units of assisted living for s 
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cars, service trucks and fire trucks to 
pass though it to access the rear of the 
property. 

Behind the bell tower is the boiler 
room, which will be completely gutted. 
The boiler room walls will be pre- 
served, partially for historic reasons, 
but the roof will be removed and the 
area will be developed into a secure 
courtyard for residents. A road 
through the courtyard will allow 
vehicles to pass to the back of the prop- 
erty, where the majority of the parking 
and a loading dock will be located. 

The bell tower will also provide an 
indoor walkway to building three, 
which was completely restored fairly 
recently and already has finished 
woodwork, utilities and even carpet- 
ing. Developers are still unsure what 
that space will be used for, but are 
open to suggestions. 


Suburban Health Care 

As a separate project, but one that 
developers hope will be undertaken at 
the same time, most of the former 
DASA building, across the river and 
behind the current Suburban Health 
Care building, will be demolished. Sub- 
urban will remain in its current loca- 
tion, but its space will be increased 
from the current 10,000 square feet to 
about 20,000 square feet. 

This will include a small portion of

The average age of the typical resi- 
dent coming into a facility such as 
Marland Place is 83, according to Ms. 
Roberts. 

Typically, the residents come from 
within a 5 to 10-mile radius, but they 
also include a fair number of people 
whose relatives are nearby and who 
move in to be closer to children. 

Residents are often frail, and 
require some assistance with daily 
life, but do not require the institution- 
al care of a nursing home. 

“This is very different from a nurs- 
ing home,” Ms. Roberts said. “This is 
not a medical model, it’s a hospitality 
model.” 

Ms. Roberts said the location of 
senior facilities such as Marland Place 
in bustling areas is important because 
it keeps elders active and involved in 
the community. The senior-care cen- 
ters people often visualize, with nice 
pastoral settings, are “death,” she 
said. 

“The idea is getting people involved 
in their community and not cooped up 
in their apartment,” she said. 


Cost of Marland Place 
The cost will range from $1,800 to 


the DASA building that will be 
retained and restored, and a small 
addition that will be made to the Main 
Street side of the current building. 

The two-level, enclosed pedestrian 
bridge connecting mill building three 
on the west side of the river to the part 
of the DASA building that will be 
restored will also be retained and 
restored, but it will be restored more 
for historical purposes than actual use.

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Meeting 
seniors’ needs 


We welcome Marland Place, a 120- 
unit assisted living facility for the 
eldérly to be built at the former Mar- 
land Mills buildings off Stevens 
Street, along the Shawsheen River. 

Residents could move in by 
September of 1995. 

A few years ago, when this news- 
paper did a series called 60-plus, 
about senior citizens in Andover and 
their needs, we heard about different 
living options that this community 
is lacking. One option is congregate 
living, which still needs to be 
answered, and another is assisted 
living, a facility in between a nurs- 
ing home and independent living. It 
sounds as if Marland Place will 
answer the living needs of some 
senior citizens. 

We are interested — and perhaps 
dismayed — to hear that at between 
$1,800 and $3,000 a month, depending 
on the size of the unit, Marland Place 
should be less expensive for a senior 
than staying in a house that already 
is paid for but still needs to be main- 
tafhed. Maintenance includes rou- 
tine large items such as a new roof 
or furnace, as well as utilities, trans- 
portation, food and other expenses. 
Is it any wonder those approaching 
retirement age worry about support- 
ing themselves? 

We also are pleased that Marland 
Place will reserve 20 percent of its 
living units for low-income resi- 
dents. 

Given a varied population, living 
assistance in terms of meals and 
transportation, and planners’ goals 
to open a meeting room at Marland 
Place for different community 
groups to use for meetings, it sounds 
as if the facility will be an appealing 
and vital place to be. 

It is good that architects are pre- 
serving some of the mill’s windows 
and other features. © 

And we like its location, It’s not 
far from Shawsheen Plaza, which we 
hope will be cleaned up and beauti- 
fied by 1995 when Marland Place is 
due to open, and it also is not far 
from Andover High School, creating 
some community service options for 
students there. 

If all goes according to plans, Mar-

Living with one’s fears of inadequacy

Add this story to your file of 
“America, the home of excess law- 
suits,” 

A man who student taught at 
Andover High

William Rust, 
age 37, of Billeri- 
ca, is suing Andover High teacher 
Kathryn Aeder and Tufts because he 
claims he was not properly prepared 
to teach students. He is suing both 
for $470,000 for not giving him the 
help he needed. 

Mark McQuillan, superintendent 
of schools, has called the suit 
“frivolous,” and said the suit won’t 
put a stop to the system’s practice of 
using student teachers. 

“We have student teachers all the 
time and this was an unusual situa- 
tion,” said Dr. McQuillan, who added 
he is working with town council to 
determine who will represent Ms. 
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insurance carrier will represent her, 
said Dr. McQuillan. 

Actually, Mr, Rust told me he is 
not sure of the amount he is seeking 
in the suit. I called his lawyer, Philip 
Enrico of Dracut, but he didn’t 


© return my calls. I talked by phone 


with Mr. Rust, who was very open 
about his situation. I called Ms. Aed- 
er several times, but three times 
when I called she wasn’t home, and 
she didn’t call me back. 

Now I have never met Ms. Aeder,

But I would suggest that it would 
be pretty tough to prove that a per- 
son could go through a student-teach- 
ing period and a program at Tufts 
University and not learn enough to 
teach. 

Certainly Mr. Rust, an engineer 
who received his bachelor’s degree 
from Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology in 1979, seems to be in 
keeping with this litigious society 
that increasingly declines to take 
responsibility for itself.

Andover residents would pay 
less if ballot ques. 6, 7 pass 


Editor, Townsman: 

Your article on the graduated 
state income tax proposed in bal- 
lot Question No. 7 conveys the 
impression that most Andover 
residents would pay more under 
the graduated tax brackets. 
{“Graduated income tax/Issue 
splits Andover people,” page 1, 
July 21.| But is that really the 
case? 

Bill Ryan is right in saying 
that Andover has “a lot more 
higher income people.” The 
average Andover household is 
certainly more affluent than one 
in Lawrence or Lowell. The 
question is, are we so well-off 
that most of us fall into the 
$102,600-plus bracket (for mar- 
ried, filing jointly) whose income 
tax rate will increase? 

I called the Planning Depart- 
ment and was informed that the 
1990 census showed a median 
household income in Andover of 
$61,070. Even if everyone got a 4- 
percent annual pay increase in 
the intervening years (and I sure

Resident nominated for judgeship

Gov. William Weld last week nominated 
John Harris, of 31 Lincoln Circle, to serve as 
an Industrial Accident Board administrative 
judge. He would serve the last four years of 
the six-year term of Judge Susan Maze-Roth- 
stein, who was promoted to the appeals 
board. 

Mr. Harris, a member of the Governor’s 
Council for one term in 1991-1992, needs 
approval of that council for the position and 
was scheduled for a confirmation hearing 
yesterday morning, Wednesday, July 27, at 
the Statehouse. The Council was expected to 
take the appointment under advisement and 
vote at its next regularly scheduled meeting 
in August. 

Mr. Harris said Wednesday morning that 
it was quite an honor to be nominated, and 


that he expects to be approved. 

“T don’t expect any problem,” he said. 

Mr. Harris said he interviewed 35 or 36 
candidates for similar judgeships during his 
tenure on the Governor’s Council. 

There are about 30 Industrial Accident 
Board judgeships, 22 of which are for six- 
year terms and a number of recall and spe- 
cial three-year-term judges, according to Mr. 
Harris. The job pays in the mid-$60,000 
range. 

Mr. Harris is a self-employed consultant 
in the nuclear power industry. On June 3 he 
completed an assignment as a nuclear train- 
ing coordinator for the decommissioning of 
Shoreham Nuclear Power Plant for the Long 
Island Power Authority. He said he is look- 
ing forward to settling into a position that 
doesn’t involve such a long commute.

appropriate from it to use in teaching 
the autistic student.

I don’t remember how I made it 
through those few weeks before school 
started. I guess I worried a lot and then 
made some plans for the first day of 
school. 


As the weeks and then months of my 
first year of teaching school pro- 
gressed, I realized Wheelock had done 
an excellent job of preparing me to 
teach. The college had given me styles 
and theories of teaching, and a bag full 
of creative tricks. No one had said, 
“Here, this is the way you do it,” 
because there wasn’t — still isn’t — any 
one way to teach. In fact, I was just fine 
as a first-year teacher, maybe even 


good because I was so turned on. @f 
course I did a lot of research that year, 
as I did every year that I taught. 

But I was prepared. And if I hadn’t 
been, then really, I think it would have 
been my own fault. Of course I don’t 
know what happened between Mr. 
Rust and Ms. Aeder. But it seems the 
problem could have been worked out. 

Sometimes I think this TV genera- 
tion has had so much given to it that 
when it has to actively work to learn 
and to solve life’s problems, it is at a 
loss.

Mr. Buchholz claims, in part, 
that the administration is unre- 
sponsive to student requests and 
that his punishment is too 
severe. Mr. Buchholz has not yet 
received his diploma. 

Mr. Thomas said, because of 
Mr. Buchholz’s past actions, he 
had legitimate concerns that 
senior activities would be 
marred for the other members of 
the class and their families by 
further incidents if stiff action 
was not taken. (When Mr. Buch- 
holz was a freshman, he was 
removed from class elections 
when he made inappropriate, off- 
color remarks during a cam- 
paign speech.) Mr. Thomas said 
Mr. Buchholz will receive his 
diploma when Mr, Buchholz ful- 
fills a disciplinary-action con- 
tract the two signed along with 
Alan Buchholz, Dan’s father. 

The disciplinary action result- 
ed from an outburst Mr. Buch- 
holz made after the school’s 
showing of senior-year slides. 
Mr. Buchholz took the stage, hop- 
ing to announce a meeting 
between Mr. Thomas and stu- 
dents that was planned to deter- 
mine if Sean Gauthier, a 
deceased friend of Mr. Buchholz, 
would be mentioned at gradua- 
tion. Mr. Buchholz said that on 
stage, emotions got the better of 
him and he made a comment for 
which he now apologizes, With- 
out permission, Mr. Buchholz 
said over a microphone that AHS 
“screwed Sean while he was 
alive, now let’s not let them do it 
to him when he is dead!” The 
comments significantly bothered 
senior class advisers and coun- 
selors, participants agree. 

Mr. Thomas said the contract 
was necessary to assure that Mr, 
Buchholz would not disrupt 
graduation, as he had earlier 
threatened to do. Mr. Buchholz 
said he threatened a boycott of 
graduation in hopes of having a 
statement read because he con- 
sidered Mr, Thomas a “man who 
rarely changes his mind.” 

The contract stated Mr. Buch- 
holz would not attend the senior 
brunch, would “conduct himself 
as a model of decorum at the 
graduation ceremony,” and 
would complete 20 hours of com- 
munity service. 

However, Dan and Alan Buch- 
holz say that the contract, which 
they did sign, differed from an 
earlier agreement of the same 
day. They claim they did not 
agree that Mr. Buchholz would 
miss the senior brunch, at which 
Mr. Buchholz was to receive a 
calculus award. 

“This ‘contract’ has been 
signed by me because of Mr. 
Thomas’, threat that if, we,didn-t, . 
sign {Hat riot only, would Darna, aw 
attend the graduation but that he 


( M vr 
Thomas) 
would notify 
Trinity Col- 
lege of Dan’s 
action, a 
clear threat 
to try and 
keep Dan out 
of college. 
This is out- 
rageous 
behavior,” 
Alan Buch- 
holz wrote 
on the back 
of the contract. 

Roots of the case 

The idea of mentioning Sean 
Gauthier, the third Andover teen 
to commit suicide in less than 12 
months, was first mentioned by 
Nicole Vetrano, a close friend 
and 1994 AHS graduate. 

Ms. Vetrano and Mr. Gauthier 
were virtually inseparable from 
the time they were 5 years old, 
she said. “He was my first friend 
from Andover,” she said. “We 
were always together. We stuck 
together like glue. I loved him 
like a brother.” 

Around the time of Mr. Gau- 
thier’s death, graduation plans 
were beginning. When Ms. 
Vetrano heard about a month 
before graduation that Mr. Gau- 
thier would not be mentioned, 
she tried to talk with Mr. 
Thomas, “I was in his office like 
every day. I just felt he was try- 
ing to avoid the subject.” 

Mr. Thomas said he was 
aware of one or two messages 
and noted that he met at length 
with Ms, Vetrano twice. 

“He had told me that gradua- 
tion was not the time or the place 
to bring up suicide. He was too 
concerned about the public’s wel- 
fare,” she said. “I didn’t see any 
reason why we couldn’t say 
something about (Mr. Gauthier.) 
He was a part of our class for 12 
years. I also don’t think Mr. 
Thomas looked hard enough into 
the welfare of Sean’s friends and 
his family.” 

Mr. Thomas said he consulted 
with Pamela Cantor, a psycho- 
logical expert on suicide, and 
with other administrators and 
class advisers and determined 
that a statement at graduation 
might glamorize suicide. 

“T said what we will do is have 
a moment of silence at the 
brunch mentioning Sean Gauthi- 
er’s name,” said Mr. Thomas, He 
also suggested having a memori- 
al service, but that idea did not 
receive much support. 

After Mr. Thomas offered to 
have a moment of silence at the 
senior brunch and to consider a 
moment of silence at the gradua-

ation. He began to lead the effort to have a 
statement read at graduation. 

Ms. Vetrano said she was glad that Mr. 
Buchholz become involved. According to 
her, Mr. Thomas told them “that we were 
breaking tradition (with a moment of 
silence) and we should be happy just for that. 
It was either that or nothing.” 

“Tt’s not tradition to have suicides at the 
school and we had three in the last year. 
Why couldn’t we break the tradition?” she 
asked. “If the administration doesn’t want to 
deal with it then they don’t deal with it. But 
with something like this you can’t just push 
it aside.” 

After Mr. Buchholz made his threat to 
boycott graduation with a number of other 
students, Mr. Thomas set up a time to meet 
with Mr. Buchholz and other students. 

“T wanted to talk to as many kids as possi- 
ble and at least let them hear my side of the 
story,” said Mr. Thomas. 

After the slide show, Mr. Buchholz said he 
wanted to announce that there was a meet- 
ing after school to assure that students 
would attend. He was not granted permis- 
sion, but went on stage anyway and made the 
statement some faculty found offensive. 

Later that day, while at a restaurant on 
Route 1, he circulated petitions with differ- 
ent choices on them regarding statements 
about their deceased classmate. One hun- 
dred and four classmates agreed with the 
idea of a moment of silence and a statement 
saying, “Sean, we miss you. Thanks for 
being there in good times and in bad. Thanks 
for making us laugh, both at you and at our-

selves. We wish you could have been here 
with us today. We will always love you, Ridi- 
er,” 

Fifth-two students signed saying they 
backed Mr. Thomas’ second choice that there 
would be a moment of silence for Mr. Gauthi- 
er at graduation. 

After leaving the restaurant, Mr. Buch- 
holz’s bus was not there and he was not 
allowed to return on another bus, he said. 
Bob McKertich, a friend of Mr. Buchholz on 
that bus, said the bus was “a good half hour 
late.” 

Mr. Buchholz believes the fact that he 
wasn’t in time for the meeting was the caluse 
of few people showing up at the meeting 
because no one was at the school to meet 
them. But Mr. Thomas said, “I was right in 
the lower foyer, right in front of the school 
from the time the first bus got back. He came 
back on a bus with 40 other students and 
came (to the meeting ) with five.” 

The next day the Buchholzes met with Mr. 
Thomas to determine a punishment. They 
say that an agreement reached at this meet- 
ing was later changed when Mr. Thomas 
wrote the official contract. The younger Mr. 
Buchholz said, “Either the 20 hours or,not 
attending the brunch were reasonable by 
themselves for the actions I took. Together 
they were absurd.” 

Mr. Buchholz said that five hours of com- 
munity service is more reasonable because 
the school’s discipline code calls for a Satur- 
day SWAP, the equivalent of five hours of 
community service, for the first instance of

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U.S. investors buy record 
amount of foreign securities 


United States investors bought a 
record net amount of foreign securi- 
ties in 1993, while foreign investors 
similarly bought a record net amount 
of U.S. securities, Securities Industry 
Association economists said in a 
recent Foreign Activity Report, a sub- 
scription-based SIA publication. 

In the final 1998 quarter, U.S. 
investors bought a net $20 billion for- 
eign equities, down from the peak net 
$25.4 billion in the third quarter, Jef- 
frey M. Schaefer, senior vice presi- 
dent, research, and David Strongin, 
director, international finance, said. 
In addition, U.S. investors bought a 
net $10.1 billion foreign bonds in the 
fourth quarter 1993 compared to a 
record $21.6 in the third quarter. 

In all 1993, U.S. investor net pur- 
chases of foreign equities rose to a 
record $67.8 billion, more than double 
1992’s previous high $32.8 billion. In 
addition, U.S. investors purchased a 
record net $61 billion in foreign corpo- 
rate and government bonds, com- 
pared to $19 billion in all 1992, and 
almost triple the previous record $22 
billion in 1991, they said. 

Meanwhile, foreign investors 
acquired a record net $12.1 billion 
US. equities in fourth quarter 1993, 
up from the previous peak $9.8 billion 
in first quarter 1987.

lated by a substantial decline in bond 
yields in the U.S. capital markets and 
higher equity returns in many mar- 
kets abroad, while foreign investors 
were attracted to the U.S, markets by 
a stronger U.S. dollar, declining inter- 
est rates and increased economic 
growth, Mr. Schaefer and Mr. Stron- 
gin said. 

For the year, foreign investors 
acquired a record net $21.5 billion 
U.S. equities, compared to $5.1 billion 
net sales in 1992 and the previous 
record $18.7 net purchases in 1987, 
they said. Foreigners also acquired a 
record net $90 billion U.S. corporate 
and government fixed income securi- 
ties, compared to $78.4 billion in 1992 
and the previous record $86.6 billion 
net purchases in 1989, 


U.S. investors made net 
purchases in virtually all 
foreign markets in 1993 

“Almost all foreign markets 
received record amounts of U.S. capi- 
tal in 1993,” Mr. Schaefer and Mr. 
Strongin said. 

Net sales of equities were recorded 
only in Ireland — totaling $227 million 
— of the 20 nations included in the 
report. 

In Asian markets, U.S. investors 
bought more than a net $6 billion of 
both Japanese equities and Hong 
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Kong equities; in Latin America more 
than $5 billion Mexican equities; and 
in Europe, more than $16.5 billion 
United Kingdom shares. U.S. 
investors also bought a net $5.1 bil- 
lion Canadian equities, compared to 
$333 million net sales in 1992. 

Further, despite “significant 
restrictions” to foreign access to the 
South Korean market, U.S. investors 
acquired a net $1.3 billion Korean 
shares. 

Foreign investors from most of the 
20 areas studied made net purchases 
of U.S. equities last year, with net 
sales made by only eight nations, Mr. 
Schaefer and Mr. Strongin said. 

Except for sales by Canadians, all 
were less than $1 billion; Canadian 
net sales totaled $3.2 billion, followed 
by $603 million by investors from the 
Netherlands, they said. 

Net purchases of U.S. equities were 
headed by British investors, who 
acquired nearly $4.5 billion; Japanese 
investors who bought $3.8 billion, and 
Swiss investors who bought nearly $3 
billion.

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“| itting tight with plain old cash 
turned out to be the winning 

/ domestic strategy during the 
second quarter, according to final 
mutual fund data compiled by Lipper 
Analytical Services. Some investors 
have turned up their noses at the 
scant returns paid by money market 
funds the last few years but compared 
to a -2.6 percent drop in the second 
quarter for the average General Equi- 
ty fund, money market returns look 
good. 

“During a flat period, like the past 
12 months, cash may offer the best 
short-term return, but investors 
should avoid the temptation to put 
their money under their mattresses,” 
said A. Michael Lipper, CFA, presi- 
dent of Lipper Analytical Services 
Inc. “Cash also holds risks for the 
investor who may miss the opportuni- 
ty to realize the extraordinary returns 
available in long-term equity invest- 
ing.” 

Cash may have been king in the 
second quarter, but the J apanese yen 
was even better. the strength in that 
currency helped make Japanese funds 
top performers during the period. The 
funds rose +9.5 percent partly 
because Japanese stocks were higher 
but mostly because a strong yen 
translated into more dollars. 

“Less than half the gain in 
Japanese funds was due to a rise in 
the Nikkei index,” noted Mr, Lipper. 
“The bulk of the rise stems from the 
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gain in the value of the yen.” 

The second-quarter drop for Gener- 
al Equity funds pushed long-term 
results back into more normal ranges, 
after more than a decade of above- 
average returns. Mr. Lipper noted it 
was too much to expect funds’ perfor- 
mance to continue at such lofty levels. 

“Overall, there was a little blood,” 
he observed,”but no deep wounds. We 
still haven’t even had a confirmed 10 
percent correction.” 

Only seven equity investment 
objectives finished higher during the 
second quarter. Kighteen finished 
lower. Japanese funds, as noted, were 
the top performers, followed by Finan- 
cial Services funds, which gained 
+6.16 percent, mostly on the strength 
of regional bank stocks. Natural 
Resources funds, riding higher oil 
prices, rose +3.58 percent. 

Mr. Lipper points out that the win- 
ners reflect an historically normal 
rotation among equity funds. The top 
funds in the second quarter 1994 were 
near the bottom in 1993. At the same 
time, the worst groups in the second 
quarter had been leaders last year. 
Specifically, Latin American funds, 
which gained +57.05 percent in 1993, 
dropped -10.55 percent. Gold funds 
lost -7.03 percent in the second quar- 
ter, after gaining +80.87 percent last 
year. 

“Quite often funds that are on top

markets often get too enthusiastic or 
too disillusioned about a particular 
sector, style, industry or stock. When 
the extremes peak, markets often 
sharply reverse themselves.” 

Careful stock selection proved criti- 
cal in the second quarter. For exam- 
ple, some Gold funds were among the 
best overall for the period, while oth- 
ers were among the worst. Technology 
is another example. The Merrill 
Lynch Technology fund is the only 
domestically-oriented fund to finish in 
the top 10 for the first half of 1994. 
The fund has concentrated on just a 
few stocks this year, among them 
Micron Technology and Creative Tech- 
nology. The strategy has paid off as 
the fund has returned +22 percent for 
the first six months of the year while

Science & Technology funds as a 
group are down -4.50 percent. 

“Stock-picking often becomes cru- 
cial late in a market cycle,” comment- 
ed Mr. Lipper, “because that’s when it 
takes selectivity to overcome the 
major market trend.” 

On average, funds investing in so- 
called value beat those emphasizing 
growth. Two indices from the Lipper 
Equity Analysis Report (LEAR) show 
the difference. The LEAR Low Priced 
Value Fund Index, which measures 
funds owning bargain-priced stocks, 
was Off -2.16 percent during the quar- 
ter, while the LEAR High Growth 
Rate Fund Index, which looks at 
funds investing in rapidly growing 
companies, fell -8.69 percent. 

“This may be another sign of a 
down market because run-ups in 
growth stock require overall enthusi- 
asm, while value stocks tend to hold 
their prices better in turbulent 
times,” Mr. Lipper explained. 

The second quarter decline, coming 
after a drop in the first quarter, is the 
first-time investors have seen consec- 
utive quarterly losses since the first 
half of 1992. Mr. Lipper said it is 
worth noting that declines historically 
come in bunches. In 1983-84, General 
Equity funds dropped four quarters in 
a row. There was a similar lengthy 
decline in 1973 through 1974. 

Mr. Lipper believes investors could 
see further declines this year, punctu- 
ated by sharp rallies. 
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Boggled by fund picking? Here are 10 pointers

Just the facts, ma’am. 

Unearthing a top notch mutual 
fund is far from being a science. 
Nonetheless, mutual fund analysts 
argue that you can stack the odds in 
your favor. 

The secret, they say, is paying heed 
to a few basic guidelines. Here are 10 
rules of thumb that analysts believe 
have proved their worth over time. 
1.You’re probably better off in an 

index fund. 

For the 10 years through Decem- 
ber, diversified U.S. stock funds 
returned an average 12.8%, compared 
with 14.9% for the Standard & Poor’s 
500-stock index. Foreign-stock funds 
were also laggards, returning an 
average 14.2%, compared with 17.5% 
for Morgan Stanley’s Europe, Aus- 
tralia and Far East Index, according 
to Morningstar Inc., a Chicago-based 
fund researcher. 

Funds tend to lag behind market 
averages because they incur expens- 
es, such as management fees and 
trading costs, and because they typi- 
cally hold at least some cash, which 
acts as a drag on performance in ris- 
ing markets. As a result, many 
investors have turned to index funds, 
which try simply to mimic the perfor- 
mance of a particular market index. 
Index funds tend to outperform other 


funds because they keep their costs 


and cash holdings to a bare minimum. 


“I believe there are some managers 
that can add value over time,” says 
William John Mikus, a managing 
director with Financial Design, a Los 
Angeles investment adviser. “But it’s 
a small list. That list probably 
includes less than 100 managers.” 

2. Don’t invest just because of a 
dazzling record. 

Imagine it’s five years ago, and 
you're trying to find a good pick 
among diversified U.S. stock funds, 
those classified as aggressive growth, 
growth, growth and income, equity 
income, and small company. If you 
simply bought the top 25% of funds 
based on five-year performance 
through December 1988, you would 
have earned mediocre returns during 
the next five years, says Morningstar. 
These funds gained 13.7% annually in 
the five years ended December 1993, 
compared with 14.3% for all diversi- 
fied U.S. stock funds. 

“Past performance is a good start- 
ing point” in picking a fund, says Mr. 
Mikus. But he adds that investors 
should consider other factors, such as 
whether a fund is still run by the 
manager responsible for the fund’s 
record. 

8. Steer clear of really rotten 
funds. 

Picking a fund based solely on its 
good performance may be a poor 
strategy. “But it is better than picking 
a fund based on bad performance,” 
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says William Droms, a finance profes- 

sor at Georgetown University. “The 

really bad funds do not tend to get 
better.” 

While some funds go through dry 
spells because their investment styles 
are out of favor, other funds enter the 
doldrums and never escape. How do 
you distinguish one from the other? 

“Often the funds at the bottom suf- 
fer from very high expense ratios,” 
says A. Michael Lipper, president of 
fund researcher Lipper Analytical 
Services. “Often funds at the bottom 
cannot afford competent people - not 
only portfolio managers, but also 
lawyers, accountants, analysts, 
traders. Often they try to swing for a 
home run and strike out.” 

4, Stick with large fund groups if 
you want consistent results. 
Many of the fund industry’s worst 

performers each year are more spe- 

cialized funds, which focus on a single 
industry or a particular foreign coun- 
try or region. But the list usually 
includes some diversified U.S. stock 
funds. 

Which diversified U.S. stock funds 
generate these rotten results? Mostly 
funds from smaller groups, says 
Morningstar, which looked at the 25 
worst performing diversified funds for 
each of the past five years. Indeed, 
just 22% of these poor performers 
were part of fund complexes that had 
more than $10 billion in assets at 
year-end 1993. Yet these huge fund 
complexes account for 76% of total 


fund-industry assets, according to 
Strategic Insight, a New York 
consulting firm. 

Large fund complexes generate 
more consistent results “because 
there has to be a certain level of com- 
petence to hold a job there,” says 
Sheldon Jacobs, editor of the No-Load 
Fund Investor, an Irvington, NY 
newsletter. “The business has evolved 
to the point where the single portfolio 
manager is not going to dominate 
year after year simply on his own. He 
is going to need all those backup 
resources.” 

5. Bet on experienced stock 
pickers. 

In a 1991 study, Morningstar found 
that stock funds with long-serving 
managers tended to have higher risk- 
adjusted returns. That is not so sur- 
prising, says Don Phillips, publisher 
of Morningstar Mutual Funds, a 
newsletter published by Morningstar. 
He points out that managers who do 
well tend to keep their jobs, while 
poor performers get the ax. Still, Mr. 
Phillips thinks a manager’s tenure is 
important. “It is the survival of the 
fittest,” he says. 

6. If you buy a low-risk fund, it 
should stay that way. 

“Risk is a measure that can project 
forward far more reliably than total 
return,” says John Rekenthaler, edi- 
tor of Morningstar Mutual Funds. To 
illustrate his point, Morningstar used 
year-end 1988 data to divide funds

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into four groups based on their stan- 
dard deviation, a risk measure that 
shows how much short-term perfor- 
mance fluctuates. The research firm 
then looked at how each group 
stacked up in terms of risk at yearend 
1993. Result? The riskiest funds still 
ranked as the most volatile, and the

sedate. 

7. 1f you buy a bull-market hero, 

expect to get a bear-market 

wimp. 
Diversified U.S. stock funds gained 
a respectable 55.5% in the 2 1/2 years 
of rising stock prices that ended in 
mid-1990. The top 25% of funds were 
especially impressive during this 
stretch, soaring 79.7%, according to 

Morningstar. 

: But these bull-market dynamos 
were hit hard in 1990's third quarter, 
tumbling 19.3%, compared with an 
average 16.2% drop for all stock 
funds. “If you get good bull-market 

| returns, you take on more risk and 


4 you get worse bear-market perfor- 
mance,” says Morningstar’s Mr. 
Rekenthaler. “The converse is also 
true,” he adds, with bull-market lag- 
gards often turning into bear-market 


heroes. 

8. You are better off in a no-load 
fund, unless you need a broker’s 
advice. 

Morningstar divided diversified 
U.S. stock funds into two camps, 
those that are purchased through a 
broker and levy a sales commission 
and those that are sold directly to 
individuals and charge little or noth- 
ing in the way of a load. 

During the past 10 years, the no- 
load and low-load funds returned an 
average 12.8 percent a year, almost 
exactly the same as the broker-sold 
funds, which gained 12.7 percent. Fig- 
ure in the loads, however, and the 
advantage goes to the no-load funds. 
9. Consider growth-oriented stock 

funds if you’re worried about 

taxes. 

Stock funds have to distribute vir- 
tually all of the income and capital 
gains they earn each year on which

shareholders then have to pay taxes, 
unless they hold the fund in a tax- 
sheltered account. 

A fund’s annual capital-gains dis- 
tributions can fluctuate widely, 
depending on how the market does 
and how quickly a fund realizes its 
gains. The size of dividend distribu- 
tions, however, tends to remain rela- 
tively stable. 

As a result, stock funds, that invest 
for income as well as capital gains are 
typically less tax-efficient than those 
that focus only on capital gains. For 
proof, compare the performance of 
equity-income funds, which favor divi- 
dend-paying stocks with growth 
funds, which put more weight on 
share-price appreciation. For the five 
years ended 1993, equity-income fund 
shareholders surrendered 19 percent 
of their pretax return to the IRS, 
while growth funds gave up 15 per- 
cent, calculates Morningstar. 

10. Favor low-cost funds. 

Morningstar took diversified U.S. 
stock funds that were around for the 
10 years ended 1998 and divided 
them into four groups, based on their 
average annual expenses during the 
past decade. The 25 percent of funds 
with the lowest expenses returned 
13.4 percent a year in that period, 
while the highest-cost funds posted 
average annual gains of 11.5 percent. 

Using the same methodology, 
Morningstar found similar results for 
taxable bond funds, the most cost-effi- 
cient bond funds returned 11.5 per- 
cent a year, while the most costly 
gained 10.4 percent. 

The thriftiest stock and bond funds 
tend to have far greater assets than 
their competitors. “With bond funds, 
the bigger the funds, the lower the 
expenses,” says Mr. Jacobs of the No- 
Load Fund Investor, “That’s an argu- 
ment for larger funds.” 


But Mr. Jacobs says girth can occa- 
sionally be a problem for stock funds. 
He says a fund’s size “can be impor- 
tant in small-cap investing. but it’s 
not important in large-cap investing. 
If you're in the part of the cycle 
where large-cap outperforms small- 
cap, size is irrelevant.”

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Trusts keep financial affairs properly managed 


ave you ever 
considered 
what would

With bonds and utility stocks 
under siege, many people who 
depend on these traditional income 
investments are taking a new look 
at real estate investment trusts. 

What they’re finding is that 
“REITs” generate handsome divi- 
dend yields of 6% or more while 
offering the possibility of capital 
gains. That’s not bad at a time when 
10-year Treasury notes, which cur- 
rently yield about 7%, come with the 
worry that rising interest rates will 
cause their value to plummet. 

“We have become very bullish on 
REITs,” says Herbert Davidson, 
senior vice president in charge of 
fixed income at Meyers, Pollack, 
Robbins Inc., a regional brokerage 
house in McLean, Va. “We have been 
using REITs as a substitute for two 
groups that have pretty much fallen 
out of bed - utilities and bonds.” 

But despite the obvious appeal, 
the REIT market can be difficult to 
navigate. “Doing the fundamental 
research is harder than doing it on a 
regular stock,” says Jon Fosheim, a 
principal with Green Street Advis- 
ers, a Newport Beach, Calif., institu- 
tional research firm. “There is so 
much homework that has to be done 
on these companies.” 

REIT’s are a hybrid investment. 
Packaged like mutual funds and 
sold like stocks, they own pools of 
property or mortgages and pass at 
least 95% of an untaxed stream of 
earnings to shareholders. 

Once a small-investment niche, 
the REIT industry, now $40 billion, 
had doubled since 1993. About 90% 
of the market is now equity REITs, 
which typically own 20 to 100 prop- 
erties each. Mortgage REITs own 
mortgages instead of the actual real 
estate. 

The rapid growth has brought 
diversification and specialization. 
What started with apartments and 
shopping centers has expanded to 
hotels, office buildings, industrial 
buildings and factory outlet malls. 
There are even REITs that special- 
ize in mobile home parks. 

That means investors can invest 
very specifically in different proper- 
ty types and geography, since each 
will perform very differently. What 
the REITs provide is a whole menu 
of opportunities,” says Robert A. 
Frank, a real-estate analyst for 
Alex. Brown & Sons. “Investors can 
pick and choose within this menu.” 

The case for REITs can be com- 
pelling. In the first four months of

the year, REITs that own real estate 
were up 5.2%, according to the 
National Association of Real Estate 
Investment Trusts. That compares 
with a 2.4% decline in Standard & 
Poor’s 500-stock index and a 3.93% 
drop for the Lehman Brothers Gov- 
ernment/Corporate Bond Index. 

This performance surprised many 
who expected REITs to tumble when 
interest rates rose. What they 
hadn’t taken into account was the 
fact that real estate, now at the bot- | 
tom of its cycle, has fundamentals 
that are looking pretty good. 

Another attraction: “Real-estate 
owners have the ability to raise 
rents in times of inflation,” says Mr. 
Fosheim. “And after all, why are 
bonds tanking? People are afraid of 
inflation.” 

But cashing in on the real-estate 
turnaround by buying REITs isn’t a 
simple proposition for the average 
investor. Selecting a REIT requires 
an investor to evaluate the merits of 
the type of property a particular 
REIT owns, as well as regional and 
local economics. Then there’s the 
structure of the REIT, its debt and 
other balance-sheet issues. And 
finally, there are the basic stock 
market dynamics, such as last 
year’s flood of new REIT issues that 
created a year-end slump. 

The big danger is picking a bad 
REIT with bad management, And 
that is getting easier to do as more 
REITs come to market. “As you get 
further into the market , some of the 
portfolios might not be as strong,” 
says Hale & Dorr attorney Steven S. 
Snider, who helps put together REIT 
deals. 

The quality of REITs already 
varies significantly. So does the 
return an investor can expect. Some 
REITs, for example, are full of trou- 
bled properties; others bank on 
management fees that could disap- 
pear on short notice. A full third of 
the REITs followed by Alex. Brown 
have attributes that make them less 
desirable by industry standards, Mr. 
Frank says. 

“But that doesn’t necessarily 
mean they are bad investments,” he 
says. “It is like any stock invest- 
ment. It is a function of the price at 
which you buy it.” But lower quality 
REITs carry more risk. The trick is 
knowing when it’s worthwhile to 
take that risk. 

So what should the individual 
investor be looking for? 

Not today’s dividend yield or cash 
flow, says Mr. Fosheim. “That’sa 
sucker’s bet,” he says, noting a REIT | 
can easily manipulate those num-

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What can a corporate trustee do 
for me? 

Many people find that naming a 
corporate trustee works to their 
advantage for several reasons. An 
institution can provide objectivity 
when it comes to managing assets. 
With a corporate trustee, you don’t 
have to worry about the emotion and 
bias that can sometimes occur when a 
family member or friend serves as 
trustee. And since a trust in many 
instances must be managed for sever- 
al generations, a long-standing insti- 
tution can provide the ongoing stabili- 
ty, support and timely investment 
expertise for your beneficiaries that 
other types of trustees cannot. 

Can I name more than 
one trustee? 

Yes. For instance, you may want a 
corporate trustee to handle the 
administrative and investment man- 
agement aspects of the trust, while 
naming a person who is familiar with 
your family’s situation to make deci- 
sions about beneficiaries, distribu- 
tions, and particular interests. This 
working partnership can also make 
the trust more flexible in the case of 
special circumstances. 

Establishing and funding a trust 

Your attorney and trustee will 
work with you to draw up your per- 
sonal trust document. Once it is com- 
plete, you will need to “fund” your 
trust, which means assigning or 
transferring assets to it. This is a sim- 
ple paperwork process that can be 
handled by your trustee or advisor. It 
is important to fund your trust, 
because “unfunded” assets may be 
subject to probate and additional 
estate taxes. 


Glossary of terms 

Here are brief definitions of some 
trust arrangements and terms that 
can be useful in planning your estate. 

Beneficiary: The person who 
receives benefits from a trust or 
estate. 

Charitable remainder trust: 
Used to maximize both income and 
estate tax advantages and provide 
income for you, your spouse or other 
family members. You and/or named 
beneficiaries have the right to income 
from the trust for your lives. At the 
end of the income-receiving period, 
the remaining assets in the trust go 
to your designated charitable organi- 
zation. 

Custody account: An account 
where a corporate (or professional) 
entity handles your trust paperwork 
while the trustee and/or investment 
management responsibilities are han- 
dled by you or another individual. 

Estate planning: The process of 
determining your assets, how you 
would like them to be distributed and 
doing everything you can to minimize 
the impact of estate taxes. There are 
three key elements to an estate plan — 
a living trust, a will} and a durable 


power of attorney. 

Funded trust: A trust in which 
assets have been transferred by title 
changes or assignment. This can be 
done with relatively simple paper- 
work. 

Generation-skipping trust: 
Allows married couples to leave up to 
$2 million to grandchildren with no 
generation-skipping tax (a tax in 
addition to estate taxes). 

Grantor: The person who creates a 
trust. 

Irrevocable trust: A trust that 
cannot be altered or amended once 
established. 

Irrevocable life insurance 
trust: Used to shelter the proceeds of 
your life insurance policy from income 
and estate taxes. 

Living trust: A revocable trust 
designed to provide financial benefits 
to you during your lifetime and for 
your beneficiaries after your death. 

Managed trust: A trust where an 
institution acts as corporate trustee 
or co-trustee and manages your 
investments. 

Marital and bypass trust: Uses 
the unified tax credit and the unlimit- 
ed marital deduction to maximize tax 
savings for married couples whose 
combined estate is worth over 
$600,000 (also referred to as an A-B 
Trust). 

Probate: The public legal process 
whereby the legitimacy of a will is 
established and the administration of 
the estate is overseen by the court. 


Revocable trust: Trusts that can 
be altered or changed by the grantor 
during his or her lifetime. 

Self-directed trust: A trust where 
an institution acts as corporate 
trustee and you manage/direct your 
own investments. 

Testamentary trust: Trust 
arrangement that is part of a will and 
funded after the administration and 
settlement of an estate. 

Trustee: An individual or a corpo- 
ration empowered by law to adminis- 
ter the terms of a trust document. 

Co-trustee: An individual or cor- 
poration who shares the fiduciary 
responsibilities of administering a 
trust. 

Successor trustee: An individual 
or corporation designated to assume 
the role of trustee or co-trustee under 
certain circumstances, usually upon 
the death of the initial trustee or co- 
trustee. 

Trust: A legal arrangement where- 
by the grantor transfers property to a 
trustee to be managed for the benefit 
of a beneficiary. 

Will: A legal document in which a 
person states binding intentions 
about what he or she wants done with 
his or her property after death. A will 
is always subject to probate.

What is a derivative? 


“derivative” is a financial 
contract whose value 
depends upon the value of an 
underlying instrument or 
asset — a commodity, bond, equity or 
currency, or a combination of these. 

Market participants generally dis- 
tinguish three classes of financial 
products under the heading of 
“derivatives:” derivative securities; 
exchange-traded derivatives; and 
over-the-counter (OTC) derivatives. 

Derivatives securities are products 
such as structured bonds (where the 
return may be linked to equity, for- 
eign exchange, or commodities), mort- 
gage-backed securities, and certain 
municipal securities. These products 
are basically traditional securities, 
but have certain “derivative” features 
(such as restructured cash flows). 
However, they are sold in basically 
the same manner as a conventional 
stock or bond. 

Exchange traded derivatives, such 
as options and futures, are financial 
products which are standardized by 
size, maturity, and delivery, and are 
sold on organized exchanges. 
Exchange traded futures on agricul- 
tural products have been in use since 
the 1800s. 

OTC derivatives, in contrast, are 
privately negotiated contracts which 
are individually tailored to meet the 
specific needs of a client. OTC deriva- 
tives may take the form of swaps, 
caps, collars, floors, and swaptions, 
among others. 

OTC “derivatives” are used by cor- 
porations, financial institutions, 
quasi-governmental agencies, such as 
Government National Mortgage Asso- 
ciation (GNMA) and the Federal 
National Mortgage Association 
(FNMA), and sophisticated, profes- 
sional investors and money managers 
to manage risks, enhance returns, 
and/or minimize the cost of raising 
capital. Like any other investment or 


investment strategy, there are vary- 
ing degrees of risk involved as mar- 
kets rise or decline. 

American financial firms have 
excelled in the use of OTC deriva- 
tives, and have created most of the 
new products in the market. United 
States dealers have enjoyed a compet- 
itive edge compared to foreign dealers 
as a result of the greater degree of 
innovation characteristic of the U.S. 
market. Earnings resulting from OTC 
derivatives activities have become an 
important source of income for the 
financial services industry. 

Why are OTC derivatives 
increasingly being used? 

Over the past few decades, the 
economies of the world have become 
increasingly integrated, as companies 
sought to sell their goods and services 
to new markets. Concurrently, the 
dismantling of exchange controls and 
removal of restrictions on investment 
flows resulted in the more efficient 
movement of capital. In turn, users 
demanded additional, more specifical- 
ly tailored, products which could be 
used to manage the increased risks 
associated with liberalized markets. 
These risks include increased volatili- 
ty in interest rates, currency rates, 
and equity markets. 

Without the use of OTC deriva- 
tives, users would be less able to effi- 
ciently manage these increased risks. 
As a result too, market liquidity — 
the ability of investors to easily buy 
or sell financial assets — would be 
lessened, along with the efficiency of 
capital markets. 

How do OTC derivatives enable 
a risk profile to be tailored? 

Increasingly, sophisticated technol- 
ogy and advances in the use of finan- 
cial theory have allowed users of 
derivative instruments, to separate 
different risks — such as currency and 
interest rate risk — and to sell-off the 
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debt or fee income. 

A better measure than yield is the 
value of the underlying properties, 
the management track record and the 
REIT’s growth prospects. But that too 
can be tough, since a New York doctor 
is unlikely to have keen perception on 
the state of the office real estate mar- 
ket in Los Angeles. 

Barry Greenfield, manager for the 
Fidelity Real Estate Investment Port- 
folio, says individual investors may 
want to take a look at local REITs. 
“People have a way of knowing their 
own market even ahead of the profes- 
sional investor,” he says, suggesting 
they look for a relatively unleveraged 
balance sheet with low floating-rate 
debt and for management that has 
been with the properties for 10 years 
or more. 

But sophisticated REIT investors 


have probably already seen those 
same qualities. That means the REIT 
stock may be priced to reflect future 
growth. 

All of this suggests it might make 
more sense to let the professionals do 
the picking by buying one of the 
handful of mutual funds that invests 
in REITs. That’s the advice of Mr. 
Fosheim, whose clients include mutu- 
al funds. 

“Invest in a low-cost mutual fund 
that invests in REITs,” he says. 
“Check out the reputation, track 
record and cost of the manager who is 
running the mutual fund.” 

If you decide to take the plunge, 
remember, even the REIT portfolio 
managers say you shouldn't invest too 
much. Fidelity’s Mr. Greenfield says a 
well diversified portfolio should prob- 
ably have no more than 10%in REITs. 
“Nobody,” he says, “should put all of 
their money in a real-estate fund.”

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risks to which the user doesn’t want 
to be exposed. Thus, companies are 
better able to tailor their risk profile 
to suit their preference, while 
investors are able to enhance returns. 

OTC derivatives also can enhance 
economic competitiveness and lower 
the cost of capital. For example, a 
Japanese subsidiary of a U.S. multi- 
national company is able to reduce 
the negative impact a weaker 
Japanese yen would have on the com- 
pany’s earnings when translated into 
U.S. dollars through the use of a cur- 
rency swap. The ability to reduce this 
risk is a critical component of a U.S. 
multinational’s profitability and com- 
petitiveness, Consider a corporate 
bond issuer using the international 
debt market. It may find traditional 
sources of capital are available only at 
a very high cost. Accordingly, it may 
find it cost-effective to raise capital by 
exchanging its fixed rate interest pay- 
ments for another company’s floating 
rate payments. In effect, each compa- 
ny satisfies the other company’s 
financing requirements by swapping 
interest rate payments. (See diagram 
for an illustration of a simple interest 
rate swap.) 

Derivatives often are misperceived 
as highly complicated because some 
are constructed with the use of math- 
ematical formulas and computer pro- 
grams. But once the mathematics are 


set aside, derivatives aren’t any more 
complicated than many other finan- 
cial products. Many individuals bene- 
fit from the use of “derivatives” in dai- 
ly activities. For example, 
homeowners, in effect, use the deriva- 
tives market to reduce the risk posed 
by interest rate volatility. Most mort- 
gages allow for pre-payment through 
the use of what essentially is an 
embedded option. Thus, the home- 
owner can pre-pay the mortgage if 
interest rates fall, or hold on to the 
mortgage if interest rates rise. 

How large is the 

OTC derivatives market? 

At year-end 1992, the most recent 
data available, the principal or 
“notional” value of OTC derivatives 
outstanding was estimated to be $5.3 
trillion. However, the notional value 
is only an indication of activity and 
overstates the actual total. For exam- 
ple, in an interest rate swap the 
notional value on which the interest 
payments are based doesn’t change 
hands; only the streams of interest 
rate payments are exchanged. Never- 
theless, the OTC derivatives market 
is one of the world’s fastest growing, 
and has increased ten-fold from the 
estimated $500 billion outstanding at 
the end of 1986, or at a compounded 
rate of about 48 percent per year. 

Those who have extensively stud- 
ied the OTC derivatives market have 
concluded that new risk isn’t intro- 
duced to the marketplace by these

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products. Probably the most notable 
of these studies is that by the Group 
of Thirty, a world-wide independent 
group of bankers and securities execu- 
tives and former regulators, as well as 
a former chairman of the U.S. Federal 
Reserve Board of Governors. 

How are OTC 

derivatives regulated? 

OTC derivative products are indi- 
rectly regulated, since the securities 
firms and banks specializing in these 
products, known as “dealers,” are 
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carefully overseen by a variety of fed- 
eral, state, and market regulators, 
including securities, commodities and 
bank regulators. Likewise, the under- 
lying instrument or asset of deriva- 
tives contracts are generally regulat- 
ed by such bodies. Moreover, regula- 
tors worldwide increasingly have opt- 
ed to jointly monitor developments in 
the marketplace.

“If there’s 
only a small risk that you’re going to 
get canned, why keep six months’ liv- 
ing expenses in a checking account or 
a savings account?” he asks.

Financial experts say many people 
fail to get adequate insurance cover- 


- age. “You should make sure you don’t 


have any gaps in your insurance,” 
says Jonathan Pond, a financial plan- 
ner and author of “The New Century 
Family Money Book.” Disability and 
umbrella liability are the most fre- 
quent gaps that people have.” 

Mr. Pond points out you are far 
more likely to become disabled before 
retirement than to die before retire- 
ment. “Disability insurance is more 
important than life insurance,” he 
argues. “After all, you’re dead when 
you collect life insurance, so how can 
it be as important?” 

Many folks will be covered against 
disability by their employer, but the 
coverage is often inadequate. Mr. 
Pond advises getting disability insur- 
ance that will provide you with 60% 
to 70% of your current income until 
age 65. If the cost seems prohibitive, 
he suggests buying a policy that has a 
six-month waiting period before the 
benefits kick in. 

Only those in the work force need 
disability insurance. But both people 
working and retirees should get 
umbrella liability insurance in case 
they get sued, says Mr. Pond. Some 
liability insurance will be included in 
your homeowners and automobile 
insurance policies. But Mr. Pond says 
being sued can be so devastatingly 
expensive that he advocates getting 
an umbrella liability policy that will 
provide at least $1 million of addition- 
al coverage. 

Mr. Pond says you only really need 
life insurance if somebody else relies 
on your income. “If you’ve got true 
dependents - and that means snot-

nosed children - a minimum amount 
of life insurance would be the equiva- 
lent of four or five years’ net income,” 
he says. “That would give the family 
time to get back on its feet.” 

Life insurance should also be 
bought by spouses who stay at home 
to care for children, says Mr. Pond, 
because their death could force the 
surviving spouse to incur hefty child- 
care expenses. But he says retirees 
generally don’t need any life insur- 
ance, unless that are using it for 
estate-planning purposes. 

Mr. Pond advises buying insurance 
directly from a low-cost, low-load 
insurance company, such as Ameritas 
Life Insurance Corp. of Lincoln, Neb. 
or USAA Life Insurance Co. of San 
Antonio. He suggests purchasing a 
mix of term and cash-value life insur- 
ance, though others advocate sticking 
with only term insurance. With a 
term policy, all you get is a death ben- 
efit, which is payable if you die while 
the policy is in effect. Cash-value is 
much more expensive than term 
insurance, because with a cash-value 
policy part of your premium buys the 
death benefit and part gets invested 
on your behalf. 

If the Clinton health plan becomes 
law, the situation for those without 
health insurance will change radical- 
ly. But for now, if neither you nor your 
spouse can get insurance through 
your employer, investment advisers 
say you should look at getting cover- 
age through Blue Cross/Blue Shield, a 
well-established health maintenance 
organization or any trade group or 
professional association to which you 
belong. 

But don’t rush out and apply on 
your own if you think you might get 
rejected, because a rejection may hurt 
your chances of getting coverage else- 
where, says John Cammack, a vice 
president with T. Rowe Price Associ- 
ates.

Buying your own health insurance 
can be costly, so San Francisco invest- 
ment adviser Robert Bingham sug- 
gests opting for a policy with a $1,000 
deductible, providing you can afford 
the potentially large out-of-pocket 
expense. 

Those 65 and older are typically 
eligible for Medicare, But that doesn’t 
mean your need for health insurance 
disappears. Mr. Bingham says those 
covered by Medicare should consider 
purchasing a Medigap policy, which 
provides insurance for some of the 
areas not covered by Medicare. 

Insurance needs vary from person 
to person. But Kenneth Klegon, a 
financial planner in Lansing, Mich. 
says everybody should have three 
critical estate-planning documents: a 
will, a durable power of attorney and 
a medical power of attorney. “Those 
should all be part of your safety net,” | 
he says. 

If you become incapacitated, a 
durable power of attorney designates 
a guardian to handle your assets; a 
medical power of attorney selects 
somebody to make medical decisions. 
A medical power of attorney can also 
help prevent life-prolonging medical 
procedures when there is no chance of 
recovery. If you have children, your 
will should name a guardian for them 
in the event of your death. 

“There’s one final thing you should 
have, and that’s an organized set of 


documents,” says T. Rowe Price’s Mr. 
Cammack. He suggests keeping all 

estate-planning, investment, and bi 
insurance papers in one place, togeth- et! 
er with a list of your financial and

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Mutual funds beat 
the system (of 
unsystematic risk)

Business? 

A mutual fund 
may be a good 
way to prune the 
unsystematic risk 
of investing in 
equities, but what 
about the unsys- 
tematic, or busi- 
ness, risk 
involved with 
investing through 
the mutual-fund 
company itself? 
Luckily for fund 
investors, all 
mutual-fund 
assets are kept in 
accounts that are 
segregated from 
the business 
assets of the 
sponsoring fund 
company and 
watched over by 
independent bank 
custodians, If the 
fund company 
goes under, the 
assets in the com- 
pany’s mutual 
funds cannot be 
withheld from 
shareholders, 
Some variable 
annuity (VA) 
investors, howev- 
er, must be more 
careful, Those VA 
shareholders who 
opt for accounts 
that pay a fixed, 
guaranteed rate 
of interest are 
investing their 
monies directly 
with the insur- 
ance company; 
thus, if the com- 
pany fails, fixed- 
account investors 
may not be able 
to get their mon- 
ey back. 


The sources of 
risk seem to be 
almost inex- 
haustible. There 
are business 
risks, market 
risks, event risks, 
interest-rate 
risks, reinvest- 
ment risks, and 
purchasing-pow- 
er risks, to name 
just a few. Ina 
textbook sense, 
however, there 
are really only 
two forms of risk 
that an investor 
takes on: system- 
atic risks and 
unsystematic 
risks, 

Unsystematic 
risks are the ones 
associated with 
individual mar- 
ket securities. 
Stocks (and, to a 
lesser extent, cor- 
porate bonds) are 
always subject to 
losing value 
because of 
adverse develop- 
ments within the 
individual corpo- 
ration that spon- 
sors the securi- 


ties. Those condi- 


tions can result 
from unsuccess- 
ful business ven- 
tures (Bell 
Atlantic’s failed 
attempt to merge 
with TCI earlier 
this year, for 
instance, 
depressed the 
value of both 
firms’ stocks), or 
from a corpora- 
tion’s inability to 
meet all of its 
financial obliga- 
tions (Chrysler’s 
near-bankruptcy 
in 1979 was a 
rather spectacu- 
lar example). 
Unsystematic 
risks can be 
catastrophic, in 
that a failed busi- 
ness represents a 
complete investor 
loss. Investors, 
however, have a 
powerful ally 
against unsys- 
tematic risks: 
diversification. 
Holding a large 
number of sepa- 
rate securities 
can almost elimi- 
nate serious loss- 
es that may

- within a single firm. 


The second category of risk is sys- 
tematic risk. Essentially, systematic 
risk is analogous to market risk; the 
word systematic is used because these 
are risks that affect entire asset class- 
es in unison. Systematic risks stem 
from such diverse market factors as 
changes in interest or exchange rates, 
political events, inflation, and market 
psychology, among others. The losses 
that health stocks posted in the wake 
of President Clinton’s cost-cutting 
health-care initiatives are a clear 
example of systematic risks. The 
recent price drops suffered by most 
utilities stocks, brought on by rising 
interest rates, offer another illustra- 
tion of this risk. 

Under most normal market circum- 
stances, risks of this type don’t 
impose disastrous losses. It is 
extremely rare for the stocks (or 
bonds) in a single investment market 
to lose 25% of their value as a group, 
much less 100%, as a result of sys- 
tematic risks. On the other hand, sys- 
tematic risks are much harder to 
diversify away than unsystematic 
risks. Although market segments 
technically should move in opposition 
to one another, in reality that theory 
doesn’t always hold. Investors who 
entered 1994 trying to stave off an 
equity bear market with a large stake 
in bonds, for example, have been 
mightily disappointed at the results. 

Instead of diversifying away sys- 
tematic risks, spreading assets into a 
different market segment typically 
means taking on a new kind of sys- 
tematic risk. A good example of this 
conundrum can be found in the bond 
market: An investor can diversify 
away the systematic interest-rate risk 
that affects high-quality bonds by 
shifting some assets to interest-rate- 
insensitive junk bonds. By doing so, 
however, that investor increases the 
risk that a bad economic environment 
will undermine the value of his or her 
junk-bond holdings. Although diversi- 
fication can limit the impact these 
risks have on a portfolio, it can’t reli- 
ably sweep them under a rug. 

Mutual-fund investors have a natu- 
ral advantage over those who invest 
directly in securities because a mutu- 
al fund’s portfolio diversification 
derails the perils of unsystematic 
risk. To gain the same diversification, 
a stock investor might have to buy a 
minimum of 30 or 40 securities. This 
fact significantly reduces the total 
risk the mutual-fund shareholder 
takes in his or her investment. As 
beginning fund investors determine 
their risk tolerance, therefore, they 
can focus their energies on the types 
of systematic risks they are willing to 
put up with, and choose funds that 
best match those risk biases.

Let’s do some bargain-hunting. 

After the recent turmoil in the 
stock market, a lot of stocks are 
trading at prices that would have 
made them look like steals just four 
months ago. 

But whether a stock really is a 
good buy has very little to do with 
whether it’s trading at a lower price 
than it used to. Just like used-car 
buyers, stock investors in a dicey 
market need to be extra careful to 
kick the tires and look under the 
hood. 

That means you've got to do your 
homework. Start by picking a few 
stocks that seem interesting in 
industries that you understand. 
Then look at the numbers. 

You can find the information you 
need in annual reports and company 
filings, as well as research services, 
such as the Value Line Investment 
Survey, Standard & Poor’s Stock 
Reports or Moody’s Handbook of 
Common Stock that are often avail- 
able at public libraries and broker- 
age-firm offices. 

Which numbers you start with 
depends in large part on which of the 
two major investment philosophies 
you follow: growth or value. Growth 
investors buy stocks with superior 
earnings growth; value investors buy 
stocks whose prices are beaten down 
relative to earnings and other funda- 
mentals. 

Say you take the value approach. 
To figure out whether a stock is, in 
fact, undervalued, you want to look 
at its price in relation to such other 
factors as earnings per share, divi- 
dends and “book value,” which is a 
company’s assets minus its liabili- 
ties. 

The most commonly used value 
guide is probably a stock’s 
price/earnings ratio-its price divided 
by the company’s per-share earnings. 
Right now, the average stock price is 
16 to 17 times annual earnings, 
although P/Es range from single dig- 
its for many bank and utility stocks 
to 50 or more for some biotech com- 
panies. The higher the P/E, the more 
an investor is paying for a company’s 
earnings stream. 

“When you buy a low P/E stock, 
you already have skepticism built 
in,” says Lewis J. Altfest, a New 
York investment adviser, noting that 
many good stocks have low P/Es sim- 
ply because they are out of favor. For 
instance, drug companies’ P/Es have 
dropped sharply in the past year, 
reflecting nervousness over Presi- 
dent Clinton’s health plan, he says. 
The P/E of Merck & Co., to name one 
popular company, has fallen to 17 
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Another ratio that value investors 
look at is the price-to-book ratio-a 
stock’s price divided by the compa- 
ny’s per share book value. “This is 
going to tell you if a company is 
cheap or not,” says Gus Sauter, vice 
president of quantitative equities at 
Vanguard Group, a big Valley Forge, 
Pa, mutual-fund company. As with 
P/Es, lower is better, so far as value 
investors are concerned. 

Once again, though, what is 
“cheap”in one industry may be 
expensive in another. A software 
company typically has a higher 
price-to-book ratio as its major asset 
is expertise, not machinery. Thus, it 
can easily sell for more than seven 
times book value. But a capital- 
intensive steel company may sell for 
three times book value and still be 
expensive. 

If the company pays dividends, a 
value investor will want to look at 
the “dividend yield” - the annual div- 
idend as a percentage of the stock 
price. Right now, any dividend yield 
above 3.5% is reasonably high, 
although dividend yield varies great- 
ly by industry. 

But how do you know the dividend 
won’t be cut? You can look at cash 
flow, which shows if more money is 
coming into a company than leaving 
it. Another measure is the payout 
ratio, which shows how much of a 
company’s profits are going to share- 
holders. 

Value Line, for example, recently 
tagged Arco Chemical Co., which has 
a dividend yield of about 5.5%, as 
ripe for a dividend cut. Its 1993 pay- 
out ratio - computed by dividing divi- 
dends by earnings - was 112%, 
meaning the company paid out more 
in dividends than it earned. 

Of course, even a bargain stock is 
no bargain if the company is “going 
to continue to go south,” says Van- 
guard’s Mr. Sauter. 

So value investors come back to 
where growth investors typically 
start; sales and earnings. But while 
a value investor may overlook a few 
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is expected, a growth investor tends 
to look for continuing growth. 

The growth investment philoso- 
phy is embraced by the National 
Association of Investment Clubs. It 
says the best way to double your 
money every five years is to invest in 
fast-growing companies. “So, we 
want to see that they have doubled 
their sales in the past five 
years,”says Thomas E, O'Hara, 
chairman of the Royal Oak, Mich., 
group. And to make sure those sales 
are translated into earnings, growth 
investors look at the growth of earn- 
ings per share. 

Wal-Mart Stores Inc., for example, 
earned $1.05 a share in 1993 and 
earnings have grown at an annual 
rate of 30.5% over the past five 
years, according to Value Line. If the 
company continues at this rate, its 
earnings per share would be $1.37 in 
1994 and $1.79 in 1995. 

What would that mean for the 
stock price? Just plug those 1995 
estimated earnings into the P/E ratio 
to find out. Multiply them by the 
company’s five-year average high 
and average low P/E - 33.7 and 20.8, 
respectively — and you'll find that if 
historical patterns continue, Wal- 
Mart could be trading at between 
$37.25 and $60 a share at about this 
time next year. 

In New York Stock Exchange com- 
posite trading yesterday, Wal-Mart 
was at $25.75 a share, up 37.5 cents. 

Still, it is risky business to rely 
solely on past performance in esti- 
mating future growth, so make sure 
you consider alternative scenarios. 
In the Wal-Mart example, for 
instance, the supercharged 30.5% 
average annual growth is already 
slowing, and many analysts are look- 
ing for future growth of under 20% a 
year. 

“You are looking purely at history 
when you are looking at the financial 
data,” says Brad Perry, senior part- 
ner at David L. Babson Co., Cam- 
bridge, Mass. But a new competitor, 
a saturated market or a change in 
government regulations could all 
make that history moot. So make a 
list of risk factors and calculate them 
into your projections. 

Regardless of whether you take 
the value approach or go for growth, 
running through all the various 
ratios can be intimidating. That’s 
one reason many investors prefer to 
let mutual-fund managers make 
their stock picks. 

But if you’ve always wanted to try 
your hand at stock picking, don’t be 
discouraged. Experts say learning 
how to do basic stock research just 
takes time. And like riding a bike, 
the only way to learn is to do it. “You 
can’t just read about it,” says Mr. 
O’Hara. “An individual isn’t going to 
learn until he sits down and reviews

The issuer is a so obligated to 
pay the bondholder periodic, 
fixed-interest payments over 
the life of the loan. 


Broker/Dealer. A firm that 
buys and sells mutual fund 
shares and other securities 
from and to the public. 

Bull Market. A period during 
which security prices are gener- 
ally rising. 

Capital Gain Distributions. 
Payments to mutual fund 
shareholders of profits (long- 
term gains) realized on the sale 
of the fund s portfolio securi- 
ties. These amounts usually are 
paid once a year. 

Capital Growth. An increase 
in market value of a mutual 


fund’s securities, as reflected in 


the net asset value of fund 
shares. This is a specific long- 
term objective of many mutual 
funds. 
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‘Glossary of terms 


Commission. A fee paid by 
an investor to a broker or other 
sales agent for investment 
advice and assistance with 
buying and selling securities. 

Compounding. Earnings on 
your investments earnings. For 
example, if you've invested 
$1,000 earning 5 percent a 
year, after one year, you'll have 
$1,050. During the second year, 
you will earn interest not only 
on the original $1,000, but also 
on the $50 in earnings. Over 
time, compounding can lead to 
significant growth in your 
investment. 

Contingent Deferred Sales 
Charge (CDSC). A fee imposed 
when shares are redeemed 
(sold back to the fund) during 
the first few years of share 
ownership. 

Custodian. The organization 
(usually a bank) that keeps 
custody of securities and other 
assets of a mutual fund. 

Depreciation. A decline in 
an investment’s value. 

Distribution. 1 ) The pay- 
ment of dividends and capital 
gains, and 2) a term used to 
describe the method of sales. 

Diversification. The policy 
of all mutual funds to spread 
investments among a number 
of different securities to reduce 
the risks inherent in investing. 

Dollar-cost Averaging. The 
practice of investing equal 
amounts of money at regular 
intervals regardless of whether 
securities markets are moving 
up or down. This procedure 
reduces average share costs to 
the investor who acquires more 
shares in periods of lower secu- 
rities prices and fewer shares 
in periods of higher prices. 

Exchange Privilege. An 
option enabling mutual fund 
shareholders to transfer their 
investment from one fund to 
another within the same fund 
family as their needs or objec- 
tives change. Typically, funds 
allow investors to use the 
exchange privilege several 
times a year for a low or no fee 

per-exchange. 

Ex-dividend Date. When 
used in reference to mutual 
funds, the ex-dividend date is 
the date on which declared dis- 
tributions (dividends or capital 
gains) are deducted from the 
fund's assets before it calcu- 
lates its net asset value. The 
NAV per share will drop by the 
amount of the distribution per 
share. 

Expense Ratio. A fund’s 
cost of doing business, dis- 
closed in the prospectus as a 
percent of assets. 

Family of Funds. A mutual 
fund “family” is a number of 
different mutual funds, each 
with its own investment objec- 
tive, managed and distributed 
by the same company. 


401(k) Plan. An employer- 
sponsored retirement plan that 
enables employees to defer tax- 
es on a portion of their salaries 
by earmarking that portion for 
the retirement plan. 

403(b) Plan. An employer- 
sponsored retirement plan that 
enables employees of universi- 
ties, public schools, and non- 
profit organizations to defer 
taxes on a portion of their 
salaries by earmarking that 
portion for the retirement plan. 

Income Dividends. Pay- 
ments to mutual fund share- 
holders of dividends, interest, 
and/or short-term capital gains 
earned on the funds portfolio 
securities after deducting oper- 
ating expenses. 

Individual Retirement 
Account (IRA). An investor- 
established account set up to 
hold funds until retirement. 

Investment Company. A 
corporation, trust, or partner- 
ship that invests pooled funds 
of shareholders in securities 
appropriate to the funds objec- 
tive. Among the benefits of 
investment companies, com- 
pared to direct investments, are 
professional management and 
diversification. Mutual funds 
(also known as “open-end” 
investment companies) are the 
most popular type of invest- 
ment company. 

Investment Objective. The 
goal —e.g., long-term capital 
growth, current income, etc. — 
that the investor and mutual 
fund pursue together. 

Liquidity. The ability to cash 
in all or part of your mutual 
fund shares on any business 
day and receive their current 
value (which may be more or 
less than your original cost). 

Long-term Funds. An indus- 
try designation for all funds 
other than short-term funds 
(taxable and tax-exempt money 
market funds). Long-term 
funds are broadly divided into 
equity (stock) and bond and 
income funds. 

Management Fee. The 
amount paid by a mutual fund 
to the investment adviser for its 
services. The average annual 
fee industry-wide is about one 
half of one percent of fund 
assets. 

Mutual Fund. An investment 
company that pools money from 
shareholders and invests in a 
variety of securities, including 
stocks, bonds, and money mar- 
ket instruments. A mutual fund 
stands ready to buy back 
(redeem) its shares at their 
current net asset value; this 
value depends on the market 
value of the funds portfolio 
securities at the time of 

redemption. Most mutual funds 
continuously offer new shares 
to investors.

’ Net Asset Value Per Share. The 

market worth of one share of a mutual 
fund. This figure is derived by taking a 
funds total assets—securities, cash, 
and any accrued earnings—deducting 
liabilities, and dividing by the number 
of shares outstanding. 

No-load Fund. A mutual fund sell- 
ing its shares at net asset value with- 
out any sales charges. 

Operating Expenses. The normal 
costs a mutual fund incurs in conduct- 
ing business, such as the expenses 
associated with maintaining offices, 
staff, and equipment. There are also 
expenses related to maintaining the 
funds portfolio of securities. These 
expenses are paid from the funds 
assets before any earnings are dis- 
tributed to shareholders. 

Performance. A measure of how 
well your investment is doing: yield 
and total return are two commonly 
used mutual fund performance mea- 
sures. 

Pooling. Pooling is the basic con- 
cept behind mutual funds. A fund 
pools the money of thousands of indi- 
vidual and institutional investors who 
share common financial goals. The 
fund uses this pool buy a diversified 
portfolio of investments. Each mutual 
fund share purchased represents own- 
ership in all the funds underlying 
securities, 

Portfolio A collection of securities 
owned by an individual or an institu- 


tion (such as a mutual fund). A funds 
portfolio may include a combination of 
stocks, bonds, and money market 
securities. 

Portfolio Turnover. A measure of 
the trading activity in the funds portfo- 
lio of investments: how often securities 
are bought and sold by the fund. 

Principal. The initial amount of 
money you invest. 

Professional Management. The 
pool of shareholder dollars invested in 
a mutual fund is managed by full- 
time, experienced professionals who 
decide which securities to hold, when 
to buy, and when to sell. 

Prospectus. The official document 
that describes a mutual fund and 
must be furnished to all investors. It 
contains information required by the 
Securities and Exchange Commission 
on such subjects as the funds invest- 
ment objectives, policies, services, and 
fees. A more detailed document, known 
as “Part B” of the registration state- 
ment or the “Statement of Additional 
Information,” is available at no charge 
upon request. 

Redeem. To cash in your shares by 
selling them back to the mutual fund. 
Mutual fund shares may be redeemed 
on any business day. 

Redemption Price. The amount per 
share (shown as the “bid” in 
newspaper tables) that mutual fund 
shareholders receive when they cash in 
shares. The value of the shares 
depends on the market value of the 
fund's portfolio securities at the time.

This value is the same as “net asset 
value per share” (see above). 

Reinvestment Privilege. An option 
available to mutual fund shareholders 
in which fund dividends and capital 
gain distributions are automatically 
turned back into the fund to buy new 
shares and thus increase holdings. 

Risk. Risk refers to the variability of 
value. In investing, risk can be credit 
risk, principal risk, inflation risk, or 
interest rate risk, to name a few. The 
type of risk incurred by a shareholder 
varies from fund to fund. An investor 
will often tolerate higher levels of risk 
in return for potentially higher mone- 
tary rewards. 

Risk/Reward Tradeoff. A basic 
investment principle that holds that an 
investment must offer the potential for 
increasing returns (higher earnings) in 
order to compensate for increasing lev- 
els of risk. This tradeoff reflects the 
investor's willingness to accept gains 
and losses — change, uncertainty, 
volatility — in the short run for the 
prospect of a net gain in the long run 
that's larger than gains associated 
with absolute stability, 

Sales Charge. An amount charged 
to purchase shares in many mutual 
funds sold by brokers or other sales 
agents. The maximum charge is 8.5 
percent of the initial investment. The 
charge is added to the net asset value 
per share when determining the offer- 
ing price. 

Securities and Exchange Commis- 
sion (SEC). The Securities and 


Exchange Commission is the federal 
agency that regulates registration and 
distribution of mutual fund shares. 

Series Funds. Funds that are orga- 
nized with separate portfolios of secu- 
rities, each with its own investment 
objective. 

Shareholder. An investor; the owner 
of shares of a mutual fund or the own- 
er of shares of corporate stock. 

Short-term Funds. An industry 
designation for funds that invest pri- 
marily in securities with maturities of 
less than one year. Short-term funds 
include taxable money market funds 
and tax-exempt money market funds 
(also known as short-term municipal 
bond funds). 

Statement of Additional Informa- 
tion (SAI). This document, also known 
as “Part B” of the registration state- 
ment, contains more detailed, supple- 
mentary information about a mutual 
fund. It is available upon request at no 
charge from the fund. 

Stock. An investment that repre- 
sents a share of ownership in a corpo- 
ration. The performance of the corpora- 
tion will influence the value of the 
stock. 

Total Return. A measure of an 
investments performance that takes 
into account all three components of 
earnings per share: dividends, capital 
gains distributions, and price appreci- 
ation. 

Transfer Agent. The organization 
employed by a mutual fund to prepare 
and maintain records relating to the 
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accounts of its shareholders. Some 
funds serve as their own transfer 
agents. 

12b-1 Fee. The fee — named for an 
SEC rule — charged by some funds to 
pay for distribution costs, such as 
advertising and dealer compensation. 
The fund’s prospectus outlines 12b- 1 
fees, if applicable. 

Underwriter. The organization that 
acts as the distributor of a mutual 
fund’s shares to broker/dealers and 
investors. 

Variable Annuity. An investment 
contract sold to an investor by an 
insurance company. Capital is accu- 
mulated, often through investment in 
a mutual fund, and converted to an 
income stream at a future date, often 
retirement. Income payments vary with 
the value of the account. 

Withdrawal Plan. A program in 
which shareholders receive payments 
from their mutual fund investments at 
regular intervals. 


Yield. The income per share paid to 
a shareholder over a specified period 
of time. Yield is expressed as a percent 
of the fund’s current price per share. 
For example, if your fund distributed 
$1.00 per share over a year and, at the 
end of the year, its price was $20.00 
per share, its yield would be 5 percent: 
$1/$20 = 5%.
